W'c  are  com- 
ing to  regard  sonu'  kind  of  service  for  the  connnon  good  as  an  essential  pai't  of  citizenship 
in  a  democracy,  when  our  happiness  depentls  so  \'itally  upon  our  woi'king  well  together.
